This year, students may 
have noticed a new section on 
in all of their syllabi. Title IX 
is a new required part of the 
syllabus, ensuring that students 
and professors know their rights 
and responsibilities. Title IX has 
become such a priority on campus 
to ensure that all faculty, staff, 
and students feel that if their 
rights or someone’s rights under 
Title IX are violated, something 
will be done about it. 

The new Title IX coordinator, 
Dean of Students, Leslie Frere, 
has this to say: “As the new 
Title IX Coordinator, it’s my job 
to ensure that all students and 
employees know their rights and 
responsibilities and that everyone 
feels safe.” There is a committee 
of Title IX investigators and 
deputy Title coordinators, 
Elizabeth Ackman and Nancy 
Studer that ensure that this 
process is carried out. 

However, Title IX is not a new 
idea. It became a law roughly 30 
years ago and up until now has 
been mainly focused on gender 
equality in sports. In the last few 


whom went through a long 
process of government forms, 
college requirements, and sports 
paperwork for a chance to pursue 
their game in the United States.

years, however, our culture has 
become more aware of sexual 
assault and relationship violence.

On the subject of directly 
helping all members of the 
College, Frere said, “One of 
my hopes is that we start to 
experience a culture shift on 
campus. Currently, conversations 
about equity and gender 
discrimination are largely limited 
to the classroom. Very few people 
even recognize when violations 
occur. What’s worse, some may 
experience a violation and feel 
powerless to do anything about 
it. We need to have conversations 
about what discrimination —of all 
kinds— looks like so we can start 


was the culture shock and time 
change. Not surprisingly, all 
student athletes love the sports 
they traveled here to play.

Computer Science 
Department Set To Open 
Cutting Edge Computer 

Lab

As the Fall 2015 semester 
begins, students return fresh 
from a long vacation, and Saint 
Joseph’s College does its best 
to reciprocate however it can; to 
meet fresh faces with fresh news. 
This year, SJC Computer Science 
staff members have one more 
significant development: a top of 
the line computer lab furnished 
with more cutting edge gadgets 
and hardware than ever before. 

Chair of the Computer Science 
Department, Brian Capouch is 
very excited about the new lab. 

He explained the lab will also act 
as a Computer Science classroom, 
capable of seating forty people 
with many features that students 
will be able to utilize during class. 
While the primary focus of those 
working to prepare this lab for the 
campus is on a special networking 
initiative, there are many surface 
features that are certain to excite 
students. 

For starters, the lab is being 
prepared with multimedia 
in mind, meaning there will 
be “many types of content 
production, storage, and delivery 
capabilities” for common digital 
mediums in a part of the room 
being called a “media lab,” which 
will also boast high-end audio 
recording equipment. 

Perhaps most exciting and 
top-of-the-line is a part of the 


room being called a “Dreamer’s 
Corner.” Available here will 
be 3D scanning and printing 
hardware as well as an Oculus 
Rift VR developers’ kit, usable by 
CS students to engineer and test 
software and games that utilize 
virtual reality. 

On top of all this, the lab is the 
center of a network that promises 
what the tech savvy call “five 
nines” of bandwidth. This term 
is a reference to the five nines 
in the figure “99.999%,” which 
is a measure of network service 
availability. In a year, a network 
that boasts five nines service will 
only be down or unavailable for 
five minutes and fifteen seconds 
or less. 

On the networking side of 
all this is where staff focus is 
currently strongest. Off to the 
side of the lab is a connected 


machine room, which houses 
all the bulky server-related 
networking machinery. Much 
of this is for use in a sort of 
initiative underway within the CS 
Department where the end goal is 
to be able to provide each student 
a virtual desktop accessible from 
as many devices as possible. “The 
primary challenge is the vast 
diversity of devices our students 
bring into the classroom,” said 
Professor Capouch. “All ‘must’ 
be supported, in this perfect world 
we strive to achieve.” He also 
explained that the path taken with 
the networking infrastructure 
endeavor is subject to change. 

This stunning addition to 
the list of tools available for 
students and teachers is sure to 
have people excited. Updates on 
the opening date of these new 
facilities will be coming soon.

2016 Election 
Update: 

Good Bye, Governor 
Perry

Out of money and low in the 
polls, former Texas Governor 
Rick Perry dropped out of the 
Race for President on September 
11th. The longest-serving 
governor in Texas history, who 
had never lost an election until 
he started running for president, 
told a group of conservative 
activists in St. Louis that “some 
things have become clear” and 
that it was time to suspend his 
campaign. Four years ago, Perry’s 
first bid for the White House 
essentially collapsed after a GOP 
debate in which he couldn’t 
remember the name of the third 
federal agency he’d wanted to 
close if elected. He was only 
able to mutter “Oops.” This time 
around, he couldn’t win enough 
support in early polls to even 
qualify for the party’s prime-time 
debates, finding himself relegated 
instead to second- stage affairs. 

After formally kicking off 
his bid in early June, Perry 
announced raising about $ 1 
million during the first month of 
his campaign. That wasn’t enough 
to keep the small staffs he had 
assembled in the early voting 
states of Iowa, New Hampshire 
and South Carolina, as well as at 


his headquarters in Texas, on the 
payroll. While some members 
of Perry’s team pledged to work 
as volunteers, and he resumed 
paying some late last month, 
he ultimately couldn’t recover 
from the lack of campaign cash. 
With Governor Perry dropping 
out, all eyes will be on the next 
Republican debate which is set 
for September 1 6th. All eyes 
will be on TV mogul Donald 
Trump and businesswoman 
Carly Fiorina and how they will 
conduct themselves in the debate. 
After this debate many political 
operatives believe that the GOP 
field will narrow and might come 
down to ten candidates.

The Star Wars prequels get 
a lot of hate, most of it well 
deserved, seeing as they are just 
not very good films.
